The reports of the Elders who are laboring 
in the cities we have named, are among the most favorable and encouraging 
we receive. So that our Elders i in other places, who may be threatened with 
similar visitations of persecution, need not be in the least discouraged thereby, 
but rather look for increased interest and activity in their fields of labor. 
But the most important object we have just now is to direct the attention of 
the Elders and Saints in this country to their rights as a religious body of 
worshipers, ‘They are in no wise inferior to those of any other people. The 
law knows no distinction between “Mormon” and Methodist, Quaker or 
Ranter. When appealed to it has always responded with impartiality and 
dignity. But to enjoy its benefits we must comply with its conditions. Let 
those who are liable to be assailed, as the Saints have been in the places 
mentioned, take the counsel that was given a year ago by President John 
Henry Smith. License your meeting houses and chapels according to law, 
and then when your rights are assailed claim the protection of the law. 
When occasional meetings are held in halls, which it would be impracticable 
to license, that does not make you outlaws, nor suhject you without remedy 
in law to such treatment as our brethren recently suffered from in Chester- 
field. We must maintain our rights, and the enforcement of them will make 
them respected and will soon discourage mobocracy and rioting. Mobbers 
are always cowardly as well as cruel. Like the sneaking and despicable 
coyote wolves of the prairie, they / will only venture on attack when they have 
odds of a thousand to one, and if a few of the most culpable are singled out 
and punished according to law, it will strike terror into the rest. As Elder 
Pratt says, when forbearance ceases to be a virtue, sterner measures must be 
used. The example of the Saints in Nottingham is commendable, and should 
be followed under similar circumstances. We think that the course they 
have taken in regard to the two individuals who have been committed for 
trial, will act as a wet blanket to the cause of belligerent Anti-“ Mormonism' 
in Nottingham. 

Elder Pratt sends us a poster, on which is published the Act of Parliament 
pertaining to these cases. He says they have two or three of them con- 
spicuously posted up in their chapel in Nottingham, and they have a mar- 
velously cooling effect upon the ardor of mobocrats and rioters who happen 
to read them. They are as convenient and effectual as muzzles in dog days. 
For the benefit of those who may need the ‘Kind, we exact

STRANGER BUT Deseret N. ewe, under the caption of The 
Vagaries,” thus speaks of some strange inconsistencies in the present admini- 
stration of American law, and in which justice, if present at all, bears.a very 
subordinate part: A man in Brooklyn named Bernard Tinney, who nearly 
killed his wife and then attempted. to burn the bouse over her head, and who 
is called the biggest brute in Brooklyn, was sentenced a few days ago to one 
year in the penitentiary. In Idaho, a man named G. C. Parkinson was 
sentenced to one year in the penitentiary,fand to pay a fine of ‘three hundred 
dollars, for allowing another person who was accused of living with his wives 
to take shelter in the. cellar of ajbuilding under Parkinsou's control, although 
it was not at all clear that the man took refuge there with his connivance. 
The-courts here are sanctioning indictments against a man for living with 
and acknowledging his wives, conviction for. which will oggregate a punish- 
ment of eighteen months imprisonment. and nine hundred dollars fine. And 


this is not considered sufficient, but an effort is being made to so fix the law 


that a penalty of five years imprisonment may be imposed for each offense. 
This is a funny world, and the law which some people pretend to worship 
has strange vagaries. One man goes to jail for a year, without. a. fine, who 
nearly Kills his wife and then tries to burn her up in her home, and another 
is to be imprisoned eighteen months and pay over a thousand dollars with 
costs, for living with, loving and e care of a aids of wives! mows is

Dear Brother,—As it is customary.

Sussex District extended over a period 
of seven months, and during the 
latter half of that tims, I, with 
Brother James W. Paxman, who 
me in Sussex in May, 1884, 

eld a pa many out-door — 
some of which were well attended by 
almost all classes of people, some of 
whom, to all outward appearance, 
were desirous of learning the truth, 
while others came to hear and see, 
and make ridicule. In some instances 
we met with opposition to such an 
extent that we were unable to hold 
meeting, there being so much noise 
and disturbance made by the people. 
At other times we have been threat- 
ened, but we were always kept from 


harm, and, of course, always felt 
thankful to the Lord for watching 


over us. But, generally we were 
allowed to offer our testimony to the 
people, which leaves them without. 
excuse, and gives us the satisfaction 
of having done our duty to them. 
At the July Conference, 18684, I 
was released. from the Sussex District, 
and again assigned to Kent and Essex, 
where I spent eight or nine months, 
and during most of that time had for 
my travelin companion Brother Jos. 
Lapish. We held a great many meet- 
ings, and distributed hundreds of 
tracts, also held private discussions 
wherever and whenever opportunity 
sented, Having relatives in Essex, 
made it my business while in that 
District to visit them, and present 
ths Gospel to them. Although I was 
generally treated as kindly by them 


| About the first half 
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' baptizing any of them, but 
hope for the best, and trust 
that the good seed sown may be like 
bread cast upon the waters, which may 
be seen after many days. But even. 
at present I have the satisfaction. of 
knowing that the time will come 
when they will have to acknowledge 
the truth, for as it is written, “ Every. 
knee shall bow, and every tongue 
confess.” 

In April, 1885, J had another change 
of District, being released from the 
Kent and Essex District, and sent to 
Hampshire, where I speut about four

held all the meetings, both in-doors 
and out, that circumstances would 
allow of, but what good we did re- 
mains to be seen, and I have no doubt 
but time will develop some fruits of 
our labors, . 
I left the district in September, and 
= the remainder of my time in 
ogland, in visiting relatives, gather- 
ing genealogy, and attending to u few 
items of business, and then, with the 
company of emigrating Saints leaving 
Liverpool on October 24th, I started 
on my journey homeward. Generally, 
and considering the lateness of the 
season, we had a very pleasant voyage 
across the ocean, and although we had 
head winds a great deal of the time, 
still we made very good progress. 
of the voyage 
considerable sea-sickness prevailed — 
among the Saints, but all was done 
that could be done to allay and alle- 
viate it. Our trip across the conti- 
nent was as pleasant as need to be, 
the weather generally being fine. We 
arrived in Salt Lake City on the eve- 
ning of Tuesday, November loth, 
about 8 Oclock. The entire trip oc- 
17 days. 
In conclusion, I will say that I 
have enjoyed my labors in England, 
in endeavoring to spread the Gospel 
among the people, and have not the 
least cause to regret having spent two 
years in that business; but, on the 
other hand, I have great cause to re- 
joice that I have been accounted 
worthy to be a humble bearer of truth 
and light to those who sit in darkness. 
Daring my two years stay in Eng- 
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land, I have upon many occasions 
seen the power of God manifested in 
my behalf and in behalf of sume of 
the Saints, and generally among the 
Saints I have been well treated; and 
strangers also, those who are not of 
our faith, many of whom I have be- 
come acquaiued with, have treated 
me with great respect and kindness; 
and to all who have in any way con- 
tributed to my comfort, I take this 
method of their, 
ness, and thanking them for the same, 
and I pray that God will reward them 
for all they have done for me, and for 
all they may yet do for others, 
I desire also to tender my thanks 
to the brethren under whose jurisdic- 
tion I have labored, for the good and 
wise counsel they have imparted to 
me at various times, all of which I 
have endeavored to profit by. ma 
I will here add my testimony to the 
truth of the Gospel as taught by the 
Latter-day Sainte, and as revealed in 
this com ig through the Prophet 
Joseph Smith.
